the men, who. It seem s, evinced not dispo­ 
sition to take p a rt 
iiie w ork of rescue 
w hen th ere w as any danger. 
The victim s of the aeeídent reside near 
Rprlngfleld and had been visiting friends 
in D ecatur for the last few days. 
They 
w'ere w andering along the river bank 
and the child w as poking the w ater w ith 
a pole when she lost h er balance and fell 
in. 
The m other attem ped to save the child 
and in an in stan t l>oth wore in deep w ater 
w here they w ere helpless. 
T hayer Is an expert sw im m er and all 
around athlete. H e form erly had charge 
of a natatorlum here as Instructor. 
He 
looks upon the ro-scue as a m a tte r of little 
im portance and seem s concerned m ostly 
over the action of the men who stood on 
the bank and offered no as.slstancc while 
he was bringing the wom an ashore. 
N either the wom an nor the child were 
uncon.sclous when taken from the w ater, 
but both w ere helples.s. They are violent­ 
ly ill as a result of the experience.

Bettor Crop«. 


“Let every fanner in the seven 
gr^t com. s^tes give a few wintdi* 
evening and 4B0,Cw;;000 bushels will 
be added' to the amiual com crop of 
the com belt.” 
This is the advice of Professor 
Holden of the lowo state college of 
agriculture, formerly connected with 
the Illinois college. 
It isnH increased acrea^^ that Pro­ 
fessor Holden wants; it ia better re­ 
sults from the present acreage. It is 
not by any artificial culture that he 
would bring about these results. He 
promises that they shall be realize^ 
if the farmer does the simple thing 
of putting a hundred live kernels of 
.corn in every thirty hills. 
. In a word, his plan requires only 
the sorting by hand of seed corn and 
the filing of plates in corn planters in 
such a way as to drop the required 
number of grains of corn in each hill. 
To find how much the famers of 
Iowa are losing each year by not proi>- 
erly planting com. Professor Holden 
lost year sent 1,000 letters to 'oU parts 
of Iowa, asking, the number of stalks 
in each hill in corn fields. He found 
that the stand .was 75 per cent of what 
he has demonstpated will produce the 
largest yield, and last year’s corn crop 
was generally consider^ a goodtstand* 
The other day he himself inspected 
twenty-four of the. best corn fields ho 
could find and found that the average 
lack of a stand was 28.7 per cent. He 
has found that the best results are 
eibtained from an average of about 
three and a third stalks per hill. 
“I have found one i^talk in a hill 
will produce but one-third as much 
corn as a proper number of stalks,two 
stalks one-half of a yield and five 
stalks three-four^s of a yield.. In 
making my tables^ I counted icither 
three or four stalks a 100 per cent 
stand. 
“For ten years the average yield of 
corn in Iowa has been approximately 
thirty-five bushels. A yield of thirty- 
]ive bushels with a 70 per cent stand, 
which is the average found in a mim- 
M?r df years, would become fifty bush­ 
els with a 100 per. cent stand,” 
On the biff Funk farm at Bloom­ 
ington, 111., Professor Holden’s the­ 
ory was carried out last year. Several 
thousand acres were planted with seed 
sorted by hand, through planters ad­ 
justed to drop the proper number of 
cemels. 
Previously, the best yield was fifty- 
feight bushels an acre. Last year the 
average was seventy-two bushels. Of 
the grafn, Profesosr Holden estimates 
80 per cent wa«i due to the stand and 
»20 per cent to the exeelelht germinat­ 
ing power of the seed.- In the ex­ 
periment fields under Professor Hokl- 
en’s control the yield has never been 
ess than sixty bushels sin(?e 1896.

Judge P. W. Bean, representing a 
Chicago and Springifíeld syndicate 
of capitalists, arrived in the city f.fom 
Carliiiville Wednesday evening and 
will remain in the city and county for 
several days for the purpose of secur­ 
ing the right of way for the proposed 
Jacksonvilfe, Nortonville, Scottville.

The London Referee tells the fol­ 
lowing amusing incident: A portion 
of tliiit paper was blacked out by the 
Russian censor. As the article was 
iibsolutely hi^rmless the editor wrote 
a polite letter to the liussiaii au­ 
thorities asking for an explanation. 
The reply sent from the office of the 
press censor was that the fdlov. ing 
paragraph was objected to: ‘‘So far 
as the C^arowitz is concerned; this 
animal occu lies sm absurd position, 
lie has no chance and the sooner he 
is added to the list of ‘dead uiis’ the 
better.” 
The press censor begged 
to point out that to refer to the 
czarowitz as ‘‘this animal’’ was not 
only insolent, hut to suggest that he 
should be murdered or added to the 
list of “dead uns” was infamous.

The Bare American Sailor. 
The American sailor is getting to 
be a very Tare bird in these days, 
says a ivrriter in Leslic^s Monthly.
